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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 7-16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Patents 
to Douglas teaches diffusion bonding/ superplastic forming a hollow part from a stack of 
sheets on a work station placed in a vacuum, but fail to teach, providing a sealed 
reservoir having only one open end; making a sealed join between the open end of said 
reservoir and a passage of a stack in a chamber under partial vacuum, so as to form an 
assembly allowing communication between an internal space of the reservoir and a 
cavity formed between the stack; heating said chamber to a thermal degradation 
temperature of a binder, thereby allowing a gases resulting from the degradation of the 
binder to be sucked into the reservoir;
